Regarding the reception of the Reich Protector and Secretary of State 
FRANK by the Fuhrer, I have learnt the following from authentic sources; 


To begin with, the Minister of Justiee, GURTNER, gave a report on 
the CZECH resistance m vement, during the course of which he maintained that 
the first trial of the four chief ring leaders would shortly take place before 
the Peoples Court, 


The Fuhrer objected to this procedure and declared that execution 
squads were good enough for CZECH insurgents and rebels, It was a mistake to 
create martyrs through legal sentences, as was proved in the case of ANDREAS 
HOPER and SCHLAGETER, The CZECHS would regard any sentence as an injustice, As 
this matter had already entered the path of legal procedure it was to be 
continued vith in this form, The trials were to be postponed until after the 
war, and then amidst the din of the victory celebrations the proceeding would 
pass unnoticed, Only death sentences could be pronounced, but would be 
commuted later on to life imprisonment or deportation, 


Regarding the question of the future of the Protectorate, the Puhrer 
touched on the following three possibilities: 


Ts Continuation of CZECH autonomy, in which the Germans would live in 
the Protectorate as co-citizens with equal rights, This possibility was 
however, out of the question, as one had always to reckon with CZECH intrigues, 


2, The deportation of the CZECHS and the Germanisation of the ΒΟΗΠΙΤΑΝ 
and MORAVIAN area by German settlers, This possibility was out of the question 
too, as its execution woulà take a hundred years, 


5, The Germanisation of the Bohemian and Moravian area by gernanising 
the Czechs, i.e, by their assimilation, The latter would be possible with the 
greater part of the Czech people, Those CZECHS against whom there were racial 
objections or who were anti-German were to be excepted from this assimilation, 
This category was to be weeded out, 


The Fuhrer decided in favour of the third possibility; he gave orders via 
Reich Minister LAMMERS, to put a stop to the multitude of plans regarding 
partition of the Protectorate, The Fuhrer further decided that, in the intere. .: 
of a uniformed policy with regard to the CZECHS, 2 central Reich authority 


for the whole of the BOHEMIAN and MORAVIAN arca should remain at PRAGUE, 
The present status of the Protectorate thus continues . 


The Fuhrer's decision followed the lines of the memoranda submitted

after sone introductory remarks, the Fuehrer asked Prime Minister 
Stojadinovwitsch whether he wished to make any special problem the subject of the 
discussions. Dr, Stojocinovitsch replied in the negative ond added that he 
Would be grotefuliaf he could hear more Cetails about the Fuchrer's general 
political aims anc plans. The Jugoslav policy towards Germany could be 
summarized to the effect thet Jugoslavic wopld never and under no circumstances 
become a party to on anti-German pect or entcr iito any anti-German combination. 
Germans and Serbs had not been enemics, but only opponents in the Vorld iar. 
The ain of his policy wes to onsurc that Jugoslavia ond Germany would not 
even become opponents acain in the future, 


The Fuchrer expressed his cormplcte agrcement with this. Germany had only 
economic interests in the Dalkans; she had political intercsts only in as 
much cs she was interested in c political consolilstion of the Balkans for 
economic reasons. 


The Fuchrer then referred to the constant cr:.sis in the world economic 
situation which represented a constant source of peril for Europe. Therefore 
we in Germany folloved the principle of producing as hard as we could ro. 


Besides this general crisis in Europe, the Fuekrer continued, there were 
some more small crisis centres of which Czechoslovakia tas one, She still 
seemed to misunderstand her position completely todey. She was Gefinitcly 
not a unified national state but a country made up of different nationalitics, 
One could not denationalise 3 million Germans who - what is more - wore 
Jivin5 on the German frontier. fut he was still hopeful ‘that reason would 
return to Prague. 


As for as Jugoslavia was concerned, Germany was in favour of a strong 
Jugoslavin in her own most personal interests. Germany's friendship with Italy 
was in no way opposed to her friendship with Jugoslavia, If Ge many and Italy 
were making common cause today, it was in their mutual intcrests. 


lie considered a Jugoslav-Hungarian rapprochement definitely possible. It 
could be renđercå consicerably casier by an appropriate treatment of the 
Hun arian minority. If Jugoslavia set store by coming to a clear understanding 
with Hungary and increasing this unđerstanđing; in such a manner cs to attain 
the character of a treaty, and should a guarantor be needed therefor, then 
Germany would be prepared to undertake this post of guarantor, 


The Fuchrer then went on to discuss Geneva, The policy of the League of 
Nations was leađin; to the danger of involving the whole world in every 
infivicual conflict, It was of such a nature as to raise falsc hopes in the 
wucll countries and thus plunge them into ruin. 4 danger inherent in the 
present League of Nations was also the tendency to represent certein interests 
of inčivičual Great Powers as world interustse Germany would not enter the 
loarue of Nations again, for we had-no desire to fight for forcizn interests, 
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The Fuehrer stressed at this point that he had a ways sponsored 
German-English understandin; and that he had always been prepared to 
negotiate with England in every ease of conflicting intercsts which had 
arisen, Then there was the question of the Colonics; Germany necded 
colonics, in the first place in order to make Good her lack of fats and wood. 
Germany, however, demanded only the former German colonics, i.e, those 
colonics that had been taken from her unjustly, 


During the further course of tho discussion the Fuehrer eimhas3.zec 
thet he had been happy that the arrears caused by the war had disappeared 
in Jugoslavias For that very reuson he was following Jugoslavian policy 
with great sympathy and with the hope that it might ensure an independent 
end healthy Jugoslavia. Germany wanted no alliance with Jugoslavia, just as 
she had no alliance with Italy. 


Prime Minister Colonel General Gouring raised the Austrian question at 
this juncture. The Fuchrer observed in this connection that Germany policy 
was not aimed at anything but iustria. A restoration of the Habsbergs in 
Vienna or iustria's joining any anti-German combinations would be intolerable 
to Germany. Such things would continually entail latent tensions, with the 
perpetual danger of conflicts, Dut no matter what happened, the present 
Jugoslav frontier would renain as untouched ss the present frontier on the 
Drenncr., Το knew, furthermore, that the group of German mtionals in 
Jugoslavia was completely loyal to the Jugoslav state and he could only 
reiterate that he regarded the sound policy towards the minorities in 
Jugoslavia as Jugoslavia's best protection. 


The Jugoslav Prime Minister thanked the Fuehrer for his explanation of 
German policy, The German attitude towards the austro-Hunrarion problem 
filled hin with satisfaction. 


The Lustrion question was regarded by Jugoslavia as a purely internal 
German gucstion. Jugoslavia would never fisht because ο people washed to unite, 
Jugoslavia vas in caaplste agreement with Germany on the Hapsberg question

with regard to Hungary, the Hungarian minority in Jugoslavia was already 
fairly content today. He would also eontinue to try to meet their wishes. 
What he did with regard to Hungary he had to do within the franework of the 
little cntente, He ποῦ protested a;^inst any extension of the little entente 
to a general pact of mutual assistance, but the Hungarian qucstion was the 
nucleus of the alliance of the little entente. He believed that the 
Hungarians would uncerstand this attitude of his too. 


The Jugoslav Prime Minister observed in his concludins: remarks that he 
could assure the Fuchrer that all Jugoslavia trusted the Fuehrer's words.

I have the honor to report that on the elth and 25th of july there wag 
celebrated throughout the *"OStmark* the anniversary of the murder of 
Chancellor pollfuss, now described nas that day four years ago when passionate 
and self-sacrificing National gocialists made the attempt to lead the 
Austrian provinces back to the German homeland in accordance with the will 
of their inhabitants" (NEUES WIENER ABENDBLATT, July 25, 1938). 


The two high points of the celebration were the memorial assembly on 
the 24th at Klagonfurt, eapital of the province of Carinthia, where in 1934 
the vienna Nazi revolt found its widest response, and the march on the 
25th to the former Federal Chancellery in vienna by the surviving members 
of the S.S. standarte 89, which made the attack on the Chancellery in 
1934 = a reconstitution of the crime, so to say. 


The assembled thousands at Klagenfurt were addressed by the Fuehrer's 
deputy, Rudolf Hess, in the presence of the families of the 13 National 
Socialists who vero hanged for their part in the July putsch. The Klagenfurt 
memorial celebration was also made the occasion for the solemn swearing 
in of the seven recently appointed Gauleiters of the ostmark. 


From tho point of viow of the outside world, the speech of Reichs Minister 
Hess was chiofly remarkable for the fact that after devoting the first half 
of his speech to the oxpoctod praise of the sacrifices of the men, women 
and youths of /ustria in the struggle for a greater Germany, ho then launched 
into a defense of the occupation of Austria and an attack on the "lying 
foreign press! and on those who spread the idea of a new ware The world 
was fortunato, declared Hess, that Germany's leader was a man who would 
not allow himself to be provoked. "The Fuehrer does whet is necessary for 
his people in Sovereign enlm,............ 8nd labors for the peace of 
Europe" oven though provocators, "completely ignoring the deliberate threat 
to peace of certain small states", docoitfully claim that he is a menace 
to the pence of guropo, 


The merch on tho former pederal Chancellery, now the Reichsstatthalterei, 
followed the exact route end time schedule of the original attack. Tho 
marchers were met at the Chancellery by Reichsstatthalter geyss-Inquart, 
who addressed them and unveiled a memorial tablet. From the Reichsstatt-

The apartment of count Pierre de Leusse, Secretary of the former French 
Legation, who is temporarily assigned to vienna as Consul, was on the lino 
of march. Before he left for his office, ho was inforaed by the porter that 
the police had cordero that Swastika flags be displayed from his windows. He 
refused. After his departure, a detachment of S-A+ men entered and over tho 
protest of his servant draped each window with largo flags. When count de 
Leusse returned to his apartricnt he found the S.A. men still before the house e 
He protested to the officer in charge, who adopted a very rude tcne. mhe 
protest was unavailing. count de Leusse then protested to the adjutant of 
Comaissar Buerckel. The flags were finally removed, with an expression of 
rogrot, 


Following the murder of Dollfuss, the Fuehrer addressed a message of 
condolence to the widow, and Mussolini appointed himself the protector of 
her childrene I understand that Frau Dollfuss is now in Switzerland, that 
her appeals to Mussolini have gone unanswered and that she has not been 
permitted to enter Italian territory. According to a colleague who smuggled 
her out of Austria, hor funds will shortly be completely oxhausted.

gig on November 8 1945, by Dr. Jaromir Krejei, former member of the 
Protectorate GOvernment, born on June 27 1892, in Kremenice, domiciled 
in Prague, resident in Praha XIX, Na Piave, in the premises of the 
Ministry of the Interior, Political Intelligence Department in Prague. 

The witness was advised to tell the truth and stated: 

I should characterize Neurath os a cunning diplomat who used polite 
forms of speech, a very nice gentleman in pe:sonal and social behaviour 
who misled everybody who got in touch with him just from time to time, 
and who had no proper opportunity to deal with him in important matters. 

I had the impression at the beginning thet Neurath wanted to make a good 
impression upon the Czech people end its representatives as if he were an 
objective and impartial man. Dring the time I came to the conclusion that 
Neurath, in spite of the fact that he possessed a general pover of attorney 
of the Protectorate from Hitler, and according to the instructions issued by 
Hitler and his full confidence (being not only Reich Protector, but also 
member of the German Government and President of the Seeret Council of 

the Reich), he never usedhis high position in favor of the Czech nation, 
but on the contrary he sheltered behind his indolence all nisuses of his 
subordinates, and he normally paid no attention to the intervention of 

Jr. Hacha however well reasoned they vere. 

Neurath was the only represcutative of the Reich Government on our 
territory, he was subordinate to nobody but Hitler himself and ne is 
thus responsible for any action undertakon by the Germans vhieh has affected 
our nation. According to my opinion, the Germans intended in the beginning 
to annex Bohemia and Moravia to the Reich without giving the country any 
independent position. A proof of this was tho invasion of our eountry which 
took place before the Protectorate has been established on the morning of 
March 14 1939. 

I know all the propert of those organizations was handed over for the 
use of the German institutions, $S, SA, | chrmacht, Hitlerjugend, RAD (Rech- 
arbeitsdienst). All that is a matter of common knowledge. At the outbreak 
of the war on September 1 1939, mass arrests of so-called hostages took place 
all over the Protectorate. The greater part of them were higher ¢ficials,

During this period Reich Protector Lhonstatin Freiherr von Neurath 
vas permanontly residing in Prague. He was, however, not in Prague on 
October 28, 1939, i.e., at tho time of the first demonstrations, since 
I had to inform him of these happenings by telephone and also of the 
fact th-t Hitler wished to speak to him. Neurath was at this moment 
either Leinfelden or in Berlin. 

Both of us, i.e., Nevrath and mysolf, as well as tne plenipo- 
tentiary of the Wehrmacht vith the Reich Protector of Bohemia and o= 
ravia, General Frederici, were ordered to the Reich Chancellery in 
Berlin to see Hitler on November 16, 1939, together with the cnvoy of 
the Protectorate Dr. Chvalkovsky, to attend a personal iutorvioy with 
Hitler. 

Adolf Hitler told Chvelkovsky, vith orders to pass on this mes- 
sage to his government that in spite of his warning demmstretions had 
taken place on October 28, 1939. He told him thit those repeated dome 
onstrations, which endangered the security of the Reich vould be met, 


by shooting the instigators and by imprisoning a large number of stu- 


dents which would be deported to concentration corps. Furthermore he 


had given an order to the effect that all univorsitios would be closed 
for a period of not less than threo years, their property socurod and 
their premises and materiol put to use for the benefit of the Gorman 
authorities. 

I soem to recall th. t before Chvalkovsky entered the conference 
room Hitler told von Neurath, General Frederici and myself in detail 
vhat he intended to say to the Czech envoy.

In the night of 16th to 17th Novonbcr 1939 I attended a confer- 
ence at the Potschck-Polais (H.Q. of t estapo in Praguc) in rofcr- 
οποο to the identification of thc instigators and arrost of students.

Neurath 
had never bothorod to acquaint himsolf with the dotails of thc ordor 
end its execution, the names or fato of tho victims » neither at tho 
timo of tho signing of the proclamation nor when ho Signed the orig- 
inal draft. 


In conclusion I wish to state that Hitler merely spoke of in- 


stigators, however, ho did not mention a given number of instigators, 
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nor did ho namo the number of pooplo to bo imprisoned. Hitler only 
wished with this order to cxorciso the right of retaliation against 
demonstrations and to countoract tho Czech intolligontsia. 

The full responsibility for all these happonings, shootings, 
arrests, deportation, otc. of students rests with the Reich Protector 


von Ncurath and myself as much as with Himmler and Hitlor, because 


the studonts were shot without heving beer permitted to take recourse 
to logal preecdure.

When in November 1918, the German people trusting the assur- 
ances ,ivon in Wils:n's 14 points, laid dow. their arms, after four 
end a half years cf ;lcricus resistance in s war which they never 
wanted, they believed, not cnly to have rendsred a service to tore 
ture? mankind but also toward a creat ilea, Suffering the most, 
under the consequences of this insane battle, gillions cf our 
pecple faithfully ,;raspei at the thousht of a recrsanization of the 
relaticn-ship between people. “his would be improved by the elim- 
insticn cf secret diplomatic cabinet politics on one hand, end the 
horrible means of war on the cther. «136 harshest results of defeat 
which are history appeared, to many German people as the necessery 
sacrifices in order to free the world once and for 811 of similar 
horrors. 

Ihe 1168 of the League of Nati ns has probably not arcused a 
more hearty approval in other nations than in the German which lost 
all earthly happiness. And so it was easy to understand, why the 
German people occupied and fulfilled the inane requests for destruc- 
tion of armnaments. The Gernan people, and especially the admin- 
istration, were convinced that throuch their fulfillment of orders 
for disarmament, lai? cown at Versailkes, en international disarme- 
ment prosrem was going to be startea ana guaranteed. For only in 
& fulfillment of these orders, by both Sides, lies a moral sensible 
justification for a derand, which if unilaterally inpcsed and exe 
ecuted, will lead tc eternal discrimmination and with that, to a 
declaration of inferiority, of a creat nation. But such à peace 
treaty could never be the pre-requisite for a real inner recon= 
cilistion cf the people and with that lead to a pacification of the 
world; but it would only oreate an eternal burin.; hatred. Germany 
has fulfilled the impcsed disarmament obligations laid down by 
the Inter-Allied Control Commission,

As background for this statement it is pertinent to state thet 
this contact with German Government officals in the highest categories was neces- 
sary by me as Consul General, and some of my principal associates, because of

In the period immediately precodinz the coming into power of the National 
socialists it was necessary for me ani some of my principal associates in the 
Consulate General to have contect with high officials of the German Government 

ccause Of the unsettled state of affairs in Germany due to the uncertain politic 
situation; this involved difficultics *or American firms of various kinds which 

ade tho intervention of the Consulate Generel in the line of its regular duty 
lecessary. In addition to this contact with the officials of the Government, 
^8 a matter of further duty, I had contact with individuals in 211 parties in 
vormany in order to keep myself end therefore our Sovernment currently in- 
formed with τοσρτᾶ to developments in the political picture in Germany. Durins 
inat period, and before the National Socialists come into power, I therefore h- 
contet of ən informel cher-cter with persons in the National Socialist Party 
for the purpose of securing information 58 to their eims 2nd Objectives, but tr 
contact was, before the 300088 to power of thet party, with secondary rather th 
‘ith the first renkine nembers thereof. 


Immediately >ftcr the -cecss to power of the N=tional Socialist Gove 

in the beginning of 1933, ell sorts of stops of ən =rbitrary character we 
t-Kon by the new Government and by its various agencies 2nd dcpendencics 
tected the rights of American citizens 2nd property and in the carrying 
‘hrough of my official duty zs Consul Generel I had the primary responsibiliv;

2 discuss the protection of smericen interests snd property. Some of these 
Secondary officizls I had known before tho Party came to power, for information 
purposes. 


It is difficult to explain »deeu-toly in 5 statement of this kind the cir- 
cimstences under which these officials of tho Nezi German Government frequently 
‘ook occasion to talk to me most frankly »bout matters of general Nazi policy 

zd to discuss frankly eni freely tho aims and purposes of tho Nazi regime. 
Yroquontly our conversations were lone end difficult becouse of the matters 
w ich I hed to present and on which I hed to take the firmest stend. Not 
infroquontly at the ond of such offici21 conversations they spoke freely snd 
ithout eny reserve with rogard to the aims of the regime. 


It is the more important to bring this out in this preliminary section of 
“y statement because I did not et any time conceal fror any of these Nazi 
1221461918 my complete lack of sympathy with the course which they were pursuing 
not did I hesitate to say to them whet I considered was the denger of the

"rse which they were pursuing not only for Germany but for Europe «πὲ tho 
rest of tho world. Their freedom of expression to me was 211 the moro in- 
resting in view of the fact thet I never hesitated to assert in the stronzest 
possible way tho rizhts of the United St»5tos ^nd of its citizons when they were 
rLoleted. It requires a knowledge of the circumstances of the time, of the

@ until tho late spring of 1927. During my sty in Austria, I ned 
-Atin*to official and personal contact with the highest officials of tho 
4ustrien Government 2s woll as with many of the secondary and lower rankine 
officials. I hed this intimate contact with these officials of the Austri-n 
Jovernmont from the very outset cue undoudtedly to the fact that when I como 
to Austria it was alro^ày weil known that I was an outspoken opponent of 911 
thet tho Nazi Goverment «πᾶ le»ders stood for. In consequence, even though 
I wes the Minister of a country which was considered in Austria 58 h?vinz no 
immediato concern in Austria's foreign rcletions, I received much information 
from the many Austrian officials on developments in Austro-Germen relations 
end in their relations with other cosazrios in Europe. Among those whom I 
saw frequently 2nd fron whom I obtained information were tho followinz:

Thus 
I maintained my Gernen sources of information 55 well as acquiring new Austrian

I feel fully quelified, therefore, to speak with authority on the matters 
which follow in this statement. Tho specific conversations 2nd ovonts which 
l recite are, of course, specific facts which I set forth here as factse As 
^o many of them, I heve rofroshod my recollection 2s to dotails from con- 
semporaneous reports and letters which I wrote during this period. Tho opinio 
which I offer ere, I boiliovo, fully warrented by tho sum total of information 
which I received from all sources. 


From the very beginnings of the Nazi Government, I was told by both hich 
end secondary Government officials in Gerneny thet incorporation of Austria 
into Germany was a political and economic necessity and that this incorporation 
vas going to be accomplishod "by whatever moans were necessary". Although 
T cannot assign definite timcs end ^l-cos, I am sure that at various timos end 
places every one of the Gormen orficials whom I have listed earlier in this 
statement told no this, with tho exception of Schacht, von Krosigk and Krupp 
von Bohlen. I can assert that it was fully understood by everyone in Germany 
who had any knowledge whatever of what was going on that Hitior and the Nazi 
Government were irrevoce> 7 committed to this ond end the only doubt which 
ever existed in conversations or st-tements to no was "how" end "when", 


At the beginnines of the Nazi regime in 1933, Germany was, of course, 

far too weak to permit any open threats of force agaiast ray country, such 

8 the throats which the Nazis medo in 1938. Instead it was the avowed ond 
Ceclared policy of the Nazi Government to accomplish tho same results which 
they later accomplished through force throuzh the methods which had proved 

So successful for them in Germany -- obtain 5 foothcld in the Cabinet, p2rticu- 
i&riv in the Ministry of tho Interior which controlled the police, and then 
wickly oliminsto tho opposition elements. Daring my stay in Austrie I wes 
told on any number of Occasions by Chancellor Dollfuss, ὕποηςα! ior Schuschnis2, 
President Miklas ana ther high officials of the Austrian Gevorrncnt that the 
ernan Government up constant and unceasing pressure uran the Austrian 
Government to agree the inclusion of a mumbcr of Ministers with Nazi oriont-- 
tion. Tho English en Fronch Ministers in Vienna with whom I wes in constant 
end close οοηῦ5οῦ confirmoi this inform on through statements which thoy 
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ade to me of conversations which thoy had with high Austrian officials. 
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.. , In order to compel the Austrian Government to accept their terms the 
45zis(osortoa to almost every conceivable measure, including economic 
Tessure, propaganda, and most important of all, terroristic acts. My in- 
orm^tion concerning these terroristic outrages came portly from official 
cozmuniques of the Austrian Government, partly from responsible news sources, 
“nd to 5 very considerable extent from Skubl, the Police President 2nd later 
Linistor of Public Security, whom I saw frequently and knew woll., The Austrian 
secret police under the direction of Skubl, it should be noted, was one of the 
Lost efficient in all of Europe. 


Tho outrages were an almost constent occurrence, but there voro three 
distinct periods during which they roso to a perk. During tho first two of 
these periods -- in mid-1933, and in early 1934--I was still in Berlin. However, 
during that period I was tolà by high Nazi officiels in conversation with then 
that these waves of terror wore being instigated and directed by them, I found 
no concealment in my conversations with high Nazi officials of the fact that 
they were responsible for theso activities in Austria. These admissions were 
entirely consistent with the Nazi thesis that terror is necessary and mst be 
used to impose the will of the Party not only in Germany but in other countrics. 
I recall specifically that General Milch was one of those who spoke frankly 
that these outrages in Austria voro being directed by the Nazi Party and 
expressed his concern with respect thereto and his disagreement with this 
definite policy of tho Party. 


During the wave of terroristic acts in May and June 1934, I had already 
assumed my duties as American Minister in Vienna. Tho bomb outrages during 
this period were directly primarily at railways, tourist centers, and the 
Catholic Church, which latter, in the eyes of the Nazis, was ono of the 
strongest organizations opposing them. I recall, however, that these out- 
razos diminished markedly for 5 few days during the meeting of Hitler and 
Mussolini in Venice in mid-June 1934. At that time Mussolini was strongly 
“upporting the Austrian Government 2nd was strongly 2nd deeply interested 
in maintaining Austrian independence and sovercianty and in koopinz down 
Nazi influence snd activity in Austria. Αἱ thet time also Hitler could not 
efford an open break with Mussolini and undoubtedly agreed to the short 
cessation of these bomb outrages on the insistence of Mussolini beceuse ho, 
Hitler, wished to achieve «9 favorable an atmosphere for the meeting between 
him and Mussolini es possible. The cessation of the borib outrages during 
the Hitler-Mussolini conversations was considered by me and by tho Austrian 
euthorities and by all obsorvors st that tino ^s an open 2dmission on tho 
pert of Hitler and the German Government that tho outrages were systematically 
anc. completely instigated and controlled fron Gorn^ny. 


While I cannot recall at this tino tho dot^ils of tho terroristic 
ects, they were fully reported in the Legation despatchos of the period. 
Txcse reports were based upon intimate and frequent οοηῦροῦ with hizh 
austrian officiels and many of the details I reccived from the then head 
ο: the Austrian Police, Dr. Skubl. While there was no doubt whatever 
tust these outrages hed been conducted and directed by Germany, there was 
anple evidence 2s to tho origin of the outrezes from tho fect that fr2gments 
of the borbs collectcé by the sustrian police showed thet they were of 
sormen manufacture and had been introduced from Germany into Austrie. Whilo 
I čo not recall having seen any of these bomb fragments myself, I recall 
Specifically having been told by high Austrian authoritics thet they hed 
sein them and thet thoro was no doubt as to the origin of the bombs. A 
further proof that these outrages were directed from Germany, *1thouch 
in most cases the bombs were ^ctually plented by Austrien Nazis, is found 
in the fect that the records of tho Vienna Police »nd Courts at the time 
vill show that when some of these Nazis were »rrested they declared 
roudly that they had committed these actse 


At various times I or A. V. Kliefoth, Counselor of the Lezation, 
‘eported on these outrazes because of their significance. Quotations from 
some of these despatches are as follows: 


"Trunks cont2ininz inflammable material were plecod in the threo 
leading reilwey stations of Vienna and timed to explode simultaneously 
on the evening of Mey 6. The damage was vory slight. The polico 
charged the Nazis with the Crime. 
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4 hn O¢siciel comunique, dated May 10, snnouncoá that on the previous 
@ vine 5 bomb was exploded near the Philadelphia Bridge in Vienna, 

wounding two persons, "Tho sano evening a vorb wes exrpicted in one i 

of tho local beer gardons, -Ὁ which a picrio or the Heinwelic was being 


held, slightly wounding a woman", 


Official despatch fron Vienna dated Mey 15, 1924. 


"During tho pest weck tho contin:2tion of the Nazi terrorist activities 
in bombing public places and tAiiwey lines, with the object of demaging 
he Austrien tourier tr-de, sume of which ero ceforibed 2«.low, wes tho 

source of serious concern to the ruthorities. This terrorisn was 
carried out sccordire to & weil organized plan, undoubtedly conducted 
by Nazi agents iz vermeny. Ths ckplosives used by the Nazis during 

the past wock, scc Clas to the Moroign Office, were all manufactured 
in Germany and πάς οά unico Austyin, t 

"In a communiouo ἐπ”οά May L4. the authorities also admitted a number 
of other bomb outrages 2t Braunau, 92-53 Tack end Dorf an der Pram. 
While the ἅρπ-σε to both life cad 1 persy was small - no lives were 
lost -- tho Government zénittod its Lnability to cope with the situation 
with the existin: measures of dacurliy ο 2. ὁ 


"Tho 2uthoritios further confirmed officielly, on Mey 25, a bomb 
explosion on Mey 23 in tho rosidence cf the Archbishop of Seizburz; 
which e2usod considerable demaco. At Morze, nesr Salcburg, on Mey 28, 
& borb explosion wrockod 5 floworf-kiosk, cosine 

to 10,000 schillinzs. A nino yeer old chiid was soveroly injured 

in Anloiten, near Rica." 


Official Despatch from Vienne dated Mey 29, 1934. 


"The Nazi terrorist outrszos continued Curinz the past week in spite 

of the Government's notification regarding the application throuzhout 
4ustria of martial law for crimes of public violence. Theso crimes, 
now punishsbio by death, include malicious acts against public order, 
and darzo to tho reilway, telograph, telephone 2n wireless services 
of the State. 

"th, now Covolopueut ia the "oeene oubretos was that meny of the ects 
Were Girocted aginst tho proparty of tho Ronan Catholic Church, which 
in the eyes of the Nazis wes the strongest orz^nizetion opposing the 
Nazi regimo. 


"In sddition to the ^ttonptoc bombin* of tho Archbishop's place in 
Ssluburs, ^ few days previously, a bomb wes exploded on May 20 in an 
annex to the Azckbishor'/s palace in Fol2%irch, which ceused minor 
&enazo8. Tho moiive chanegd Nazis with the outrezes and arrested 
8 numoer of suspests Daring the niaht of May 27, 5 bomb explosion 
broke windows in tha churches and vicarsse of St. Paul in Carinthia. 


"In Linz, on May 26, a Dumb exploced before the entrance of one of 
the schools, bree<ing 44 windows The school wes enpty at the time 
the oubvace was conm*jiic j the came nicht, an attempt was 
mado +9 low uo the sliectr! ‘orks 5t Brenneu, causing » temporary 
uspension of the eloetr 


"Other outreses, not reported ty the press, included en Aptenpt to 
blow up ono of the bridges over the Danube in Vienna on May 30, a 
bomb explosion in one of thc populiar cafes, and numerous bombings 
of telephone and newspaoor kiosks." 


Officiel Despatch fron Vienna dated June 4, 1934. 
"The National Socialist terrorism in Austria, which started slowly 


and ceutiously several weoks aec, culminated in e heavy and rather 
serious cutbreek on June 8 to June Lil; threatening not only the peace 
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ος ocurity of the country, but tho foreign tourist trede, an ex- 
ceecinzly important item in Austria's economic life. The attempts 
to wreck the railway lines nesr Vienna and in other parts of Austria, 
^8 well as terrorist outreses in the principal tourist centers, 
occupied the attention of the Government above all other matterse 
After & number of important cabinet sessions, new measures were 
adopted to counteract the terrorism, 2nd the matter was also tho 
subject of diplomatic conversations between Austria end Germany." 


Official Despatch from Vienna dated June 13, 1934. 


"The outr zes in Austria during the week ending June 23, while almost 
^s numerous 2s in the week preceding, were less viclont in charactere 
The attacks were directed, as heretofore, against tho au®rters of 
enti-Nazi sssociations end persons, public utilities, but loss against 
the railway communications. Adéttional stores of exoolsive m2terisls 
were uncovered in Vienna nåd olsewhero," 


"A recent terrorist explusion in the Vienna School of 4.zronomy caused 
&em^zes amounting to *bcut 40,000 schillings. As = result of the 
Nazi outrages, the schucl kh2s been closed for one week. 

"In 2n attempted bomb -tteck on the post office in Bregenz, tho 
c^pit-l cf tho Province cf Vorarlbergs, tho police seized 5 supply 

of explosives besring i:bols cf "Spronzstoffvorke Kloster Lechfeld, 
G.m.b.H,.", "Dynenit 4.G. H-mbure, Alfred Nobel & Cu", 2nd "Febrik 
Wurzon&orf", oxplosivo factories domiciled in Germany. 


Official Despatch from Vienna azod June 25, 1934. 


"During the veek ending June 30 there vere less terrorist outrages 

of major importence, but the number of smell outrazes, bomb explcsions, 
attacks on electric, water, and railway establishments had not 
deeressec. The principal =ttacks wero directed against Cathclic 
institutions, ex-—National Socialists, andi the city of S=lzburz. The 
purpose in th: letter csse was to frizkton fcroien tourists sway 

fron the Summer Music Festivals >t S-lzburz. 


"A bomb which exploded in tho Romen Catholic vicerae in Kapfenberz, 
in the Province of Styria, on Junc 24, resulte in the death of 

tho Chaplain, Reveroni Franz Bibel. Several other persons were 
Slizhtly injured. Tho ἐσ-ξῃ wes one of terrcrism, *lthough there 
were Sovor-l cases of attacks. Likewise there were attacks on other 
Church instituticns in iiffercnt parts of tho country. 


"A serios of outrazes were rovorted on dune 28 from Salzburg and 
adjoininz tourist centers. Bombs were exploded in the merket place 
and elsewhere, and attempts wer: πρὀο to blow up the electric end 
reilw-y conmuniceticns. The cutrares wero particularly directed at 
Salzburg ^t this time in view of the forthcoming Summer Festivals, 
which crdinarily attrect thousands of non-German tourists. Similar 
attacks wore mde the same day in the Provinces cf Vorarlbers and 
Tyrol." 


Official Desp=tch from Vienne dated July 3, 1934. 


"A series of lesser outr- ces were reported from all parts of Austria 
on Sunday, July 15. A larco amount of cxplosives were stolen from a 
shop in Glozznitz; tho director of the institution was fined 600 
Schillinzs and sentenced to two weeks imprisonment for negligence 
in guerding the supplies. In Unterkirchen, on July 17, a bomb 
explosion damaged tho local vicaraze and the electric works. On 
July 18 2 bomb explosion in Innsbruck injured one person, where2s 
in St. Kathrein a house was damaged. In Vienna on July 18 2 public 
telephone was damaged, end set on fire. The perpetrator, a National 
Soci-list, wes immediately apprehended by the Police. At Edlach, 
5 summer resort -bout 100 kilometers from Vienna, an -ttcmpt was 
made to bomb tho railway, å similar attempt was made in > Tyroliesn | Il 
mountain railway station." π m 
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Ore. ^l Despatch fron Vienne dated July 26, 1934. 


In addition to these outr^zos, the Nazis -ttomptod to brings pressure 
upon &ustri» by moans of tho "austrian Lecion". This organization, 5 
p^r&-nilit-^ry orco of sovor»l thousand ma, was stationed near the Austrian 
border in Germeny s ^ constent «nd direct throst of violent action 
against Austri^. It wes vithout any question sanctioncà by tho Nazi 
Government of Germany =s it could otherwise not have existed, and it was 
armed by thom. It was made up of Austrian Nazis who h=d fled from 
Austri» -fter committing various crimes in Austria and by Austriens in 
Gormeny who were  ttr^cted by the idle life :nd pay given by tho German 
zuthcorities. 


After tho July Putsch, in Aucust 1954, in Vienne I w»s told by tho 
British Military Attecho in Vienna of a conversation which he had had 
with the German Military Attache in Vionna, General Muff. It may be 
observ 2 here thet to my knowledge Genorel Muff was a rether influential 
person in Germeny end one who played a preponderant role in the Germen 
Legation in Vienne. General Maff told tho British Military Attache that 
he hed just been in Germeny ene hed svent three cays with Hitler at 
Berchtes72den, durin which timo he had had several conversations with Hitler. 
He said thon - in Aumst 1934 - thet the Austrian Legion had not yet been 
dissolved and thet Hitler hed telked at loneth with him about the Legion. 
Genorel Muff cid not desm it worth while to conceal to the British Military 
Attache the fact that tho austrian Legion had been armed and thet tho Nazis 
had armed it. I sow General Muff later myself and received the same im- 
pression es to these facts although he was not as frenk and direct in his 
St:tononts with me as ho h-& boon with tho British Military attache. 


Tho ovonts of the Putsch of July 25, 1934, ^re too woll known for me 
to repe:t them in this st-terornt. I neod say here only that thoro can be no 
doubt tht tho Futsch was crédcred ond orvtenized by the Nazi officials from 
Germ-ny throuzh their orsaniz*tion in 4us ria made up of Gernen Nazis and 
sustrizn Nezis. Dr. Rioth, th: German Mi. ster in Vienna, was fully 
femilisr with 211 that wes coins to happen and that wes being planned. 
Tho Germen Lez^tion was located directly scross tho street from the British 
Loz2tion ond the Austrian secret police kept close w-tch on the persons 
who entered tho Germen Lozstion. The British had their own secret service 
in Vienne at the tine and they also kept a ¢iscreet survicllance over 
people entering the German Legation. I wes told by both British anc Austrian 
officials that a number of the men who were later found milty by the 
Austrien Courts o^ having been implicated in tho Putsch had freouented 
tho Germen Lezetion. In addition, I personally followed very closely the 
activitics of Dr. Rioth 2n¢ I never ccubted on the basis of all my information 
that Dr. Ricth was in close touch anå constant touch with the Nazi agents 
in áustria; theese aments boin? both German end Austrian, Dr. Rieth could 
not have been unfamiliar with the Putsch anà tho details in connection 
therewith. I recall too very definitely from my conversations with the 
hithest officiels of the Austrian Government after the Putsch, their in- 
forminz no thet Dr. Ricth hea been in touch with von Rintelen, who it had 
been planned by tho Nazis wes to succeed Chancellor Dollfuss had the Putsch 
been successful. 


It may be thet Dr. Rieth wes himself not personally symp>thetic with 
the plans for the Putsch but thore is no ouestion that he wes fully 
familiar with all these plans 2nd must hve given his assent thereto and 
connive& therein. 


A8 this Putsch wes so important and was 5 definite attempt to overthrow 
the Austrian Government 2nd resulted in the murder of the Chancellor of 
Austria, I took occasion to verify at the time for myself various other 
items of evidence indicsting that the Putsch wes not only m»de with the 
knowledze of tho German Government but ensineere by it. I found and 
verified thet almost a month before the Putsch, Goebbels told Sicnor 
Cerruti, the Italian Ambassador in Berlin, that there would be a Nazi 
Government in Vienna in a month. On the evening before the Putsch, a 
pamphlet appesred in the stroets of Berlin from which it appeared that the 
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Nazi Γ5. ΜΝ had full knowledze of whet was planned the next day in Vienna, 
An attempt was medo by the German authorities in Berlin to suppress this 
pamphlet and this effort wes partly successful but copies of it were available 
at the time and I recall an officer of our Embassy in Berlin, whose name I 
cannot specifically recall at this time, informing me that he had seen a 

copy thereof. Articles also appeared in some of the German papers of July 

25, indicating thet they hed information as to the time that the Putsch was 
to take place, I will not zo into detail as to the character of the evidence 
but there is-no question from the historical record and the facts as known to 
me from direct knowledge at tho time that tho Putsch wes engineered and 
directed by the Germen Government from Berlin end Munich. 


For two yoers following the failure of tho July 25 Putsch, the Nazis 
romaincd relatively quiet in Austrie. Very few terroristic 2cts occurred 
during the romainder of 1924 and as I recall in 1935 and most of 1936; this 
inactivity was in »ccorá»nce with Giroctives from Berlin as direct evidence 
to that effect, which came to my knowledge at thot time, proved. Early in 
Jenusry, the Austrian Foreizn Minister, Berzer-Waldenegz, furnished me a 
document which I considered accurate in 211 respects and which stated: 


"The German Minister here, von Papen, on the occasion of his 
last visit to Berlin, wss received three times by Chancellor Hitler 
for fairly lone conversations, and he also took this opportunity to 
c211 on Schacht end von Neureth. In these conversations the following 
instructions were ziven to him: 


"Daring the next two years nothing cen be undertaken which will 
tive Germeny external political difficulties. On this ground, 
everythin: rust be avoided which could awaken the appearance of 
Gorneny interferin: in the internal affairs of Austria. Chancellor 
Hitler will, thercfore, also for this reason not endeavor to inter- 
vene in the present prevailing difficult crisis in the National 
Socielist Perty in sustris, althouzh ^e is convinced that order 
could be brought into the Party at once throuch a word from hin. 
This word, however, he will, for forei:n political reasons, sive 211 
the less, ^s he is convinced thet the, for him, desirable ends may 
be reacheå also in another wey. Naturally, Chancellor Hitler 
declared to the Germen Minister hore, this does not indic»to any 
disintorostoinoess in the ides of austris's independence. Also, 
before everythin, Germany cannot for the present withcrew Party 
nenbors in Austria, end must, therefore, in spite of the very real 
exch2nze difficulties, make every effort to brinz help to the per- 
secuted National Socialist sufferers in Austria. «as > result, 
Minister of Commerce Schacht finally save the authorization that 
from then on 200,000 marks 2 month were to be set aside for this 
end (support of Netion-1 Socialists in áustria). The control and 
the supervision of this monthly sum was to be entrusted to Engineer 
Reinthsler, who, throuch the fact that he alone had control over the 
money, would have 5 definite influence on the Party follovers. 

In this way it would be possible to oni most quickly and nost easily 
the prevailinz difficultios and division in the Austrian National 
Socialist Party. 


"The hope was also exprossod to Herr von Papen that the recently 
euthorized foundation of Germen 'Orts::ruppen' of the National 
Socialist Party in Zustri» (msde up of German citizens in Austria) 
would be so errsnzeà as not to riye the appearance that Germany 
is plennins to interfere in austrian internal affairs. 


"He w>s 5180 informed thet an effort would be made through 
he easing of the susleniesperre, particularly with reference to 
the more westerly austrian alps sections, so thet to the Germen- 
&ustrien alpenvercin (Alps Associ-tion) a particular role was to be 
given. The easing of the anslencesperro was naturally only to be 
accorded. to those who obliz-ted themselves to visit the more 
wosterly àustri-n &lps sections anà to go to fixed towns end live 
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This policy of the Nazis was dictated solely by considerations of 
expediency, The basic aim of achieving Anschluss remained wholly unchanged, 
The brutal murder cf Dollfuss » the Austrian Chancellor,and the uncuestioned 
direct; attack on Austrian sovereignty through the Putsch,directed by the 
German Goverment frou Germany,had so shocked public opinion in Austria 
and in Europe that th: Nazis could not afford for the time being to take 
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thas the peliuy/anschluss remained wholly unchanged was confirmed 
to me by Franz von Papena wbon he arrived in Vienna as German ilinister. 
It will he recalled. thas hs accepted this assignment as German iiinster 
even though he knew “hat ho had been marked for execution in the 
St. Barthlonew:s massacre or. cune 30, 1934, When, in accordance with 
protocol, he paid me a visit shortly after his arrival in Vienna, I deter- 
mined tnat during this call there would be no reference to anything of " 
importance and I limited the conversation strictly to platitudes which 
I was asle to do as he was calling on me in my office, I deemed it 
expedient to dolay my return call for severel wecks in order to make 
it clear to von Papen thet I had no sympathy with and on the other hand 
was familiar with the objectives of his mission in Austria, When I did 
call on von Fanen in the GermmTegation, he greeted me with " Now you 
are in my Τωρα ορια I can control the conversation", In the baldest 
and most cynical namer he then proceeded to tell me that all fo South- 
eastern Europe, to the borders of Turkey, was Germany's natural 
hinterland, and that he had been charged with the mission of facil- 
icating Cerman econom*s and politial control over all this region for 
Germany, He biantiv and Gireetly said that getting control of Austria 
was to be the first step, He definitely stated that he was in Austria 
to undermine and weaken the Austrian Government and from Vienna to work 
towards the weakening of the Government in the other states to the South 
and South East, He said that he intended to use his reputation as a good 
Catholic to goin influence with certain Austriens, such as Cardinal Innit- 
Zor, towards that end, He said that he was telling me this becouse the 
German Government was bound on this objective of getting this control 
of Southeastern Europe and there was nothing which could stop it and 
that our own policy ard that of France and England was not realistic. 


The circumstances were such, as I was calling on him in the 
German Legation, that I had to listen to what he had to say and of 
course I was prepared to hear what he had to say although I already 
kacow. what his instructions were. I was nevertheless shocked to have 
him speak so baldly to me and when he finished I got up and told 
lun now shocked I was to hecer the accredited representative of a 
soppusedly friendly state to Austria admit that he was proposing to 
engage in activities to undermine and destroy that Government to 
which ho was accredited, He merely smiled andsaid, of course this 
conversation wasbetween us and that he would, of course, not be 
talking to others so clearly about his objectives. I have gone into 
this àet-il with regard to this conversation as it is characteristic 
of the absolute frankness and directness with which high Nazi offi- 

sials spoke of their objectives. 
iasi activities, forced underground in this period, were by no 
means nogiected, The Party was greatly weakened for a time as a 
à the energetic measures taken against the Putsch and as a 
the oublic indignation, Reorganization work was soon begun, 
Τα Ootobor 49354. tae Austrian Foreign Minister, Berger-\/aldenegg, 
furnished me the foliowing memorandum, which he told me had been supplied 
to tho Austrian Government by a person who participated in the mecting 
ander reference, 
"A meeting of the Chiefs of the Austrian National 
Socielist Party was held on the 29th and 30th of Sep- 
tember 1934, at Dod Aibling in Bavaria, 
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9 "The meeting occupied itself principally with the 
reorganization of the Austrian National socialist Party 
and particularly with the measures to be taken to this 
end in the Tirol. 


“Measures were decided upon as to the means to be 
used to create better contact between the party leader- 
Ship and its members as voll as with respect to new 
propsganda measures. 


“Une principal point on the agenda had reference to 
the prepsratory measures to be taken for taking over the 
power in Austria. It was deeided to give to all of the 
Party Headquarters in Austria instructions preparatory 
to new +urroristic acts, The necessary matorial, how- 
ever, is nevertheless until new instructions are issued 
not to be transported from the “erman border into Aus- 
tria, but shall be kept assembled at appropriate places 
on the Yerman side of the entire Austro-German frontier. 


"From a report received by the Party chiefs on the 
Situation in Vienna and upper Styria, it is established 
that agreements have been coneluded with the Communists 
and with the socialists with respect to a uniform and 
common procedure, 


"Ihe agents of the Party “irection in Germany have 
received orders in every Austrian district to prepare 
lists of all thoss persons who are known to actively 
Support the present YVovernment und who are prepared 
Closely to cooperate with it. 


"When the next action against the Government takes 
place these persons are to bo proceeded against just as 
brutally as against all those other persons, without 
distinction of party, who are known to be adversaries of 
National oociaiism. 

"In à report of the “arty leaders for Austria the 
following principles have been emphasized: 


"A, The taking over of the power in Austria remains 
the principal duty of the austrian iiational socialist 
Party. Austria has for the Vurman teich a much greater 
Significance sand value than the Saar. The Austrian pro- 
blem is the problem. àll combat methods are consecrated

by the ond which they are to serve. 


"B. We must on every occasion which presents itself 
appcar to be disposed to negotiate, but arm at the same 
time for the struggle. The new phase of the struggle 
will be particularly serious and there will be this 
time two centers of the terror, one along the ‘erman 
fronticr and the other along the Yugoslav frontier." 


Ine Austrian Legion was kept in readiness in Germany. Although 
it was taken beck some miles further from the Austrian frontior, it 
remained undissolved in spite of the engagement which had been taken 
to dissolve it. The austrian Government received positive informa- 
tion to this effect fron time to tine which it passed on to me and 
I had direct information to the same effect from reliable persons 
coming from Vormany to Vienna who ^ctually saw the Legion. 


On the surface, however, German activities consisted princi- 
pally of efforts to vin the support of prominent and influential men 
through insidious efforts of all kinds, including the use of the 
German Diplomatic ilission in Vienna and its facilities and personnel. 
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Von Yapsnsas weraan :iünistor entertained frequently and on a lavish 
Scale. iie approached almost every member of the Austrian Vabinet, 
telling them, as several of thom later informed me, that Germany 
was bound to prevail in the long run and that they should join the 
winning sido if they wished to enjoy positions of power and influence 
under “srman control. Uf course, openly and outwardly he gave 
solemn assurance that ¥ermany would respect Austrian independence 
and that all that she wished to do was to get rid of elements in 
the austrian vovernmont like the Chancellor, schuschnigg and star- 
hemberg as head of the Heimwehr and others, and replace them by a 
few "nationally-minded" Austrians, which of course meant Nazis. 
Tre whole basic cffort of von Papen was to bring about anschluss. 


In carly 1935, the austrian “oreign Minister, Dorger-waldenegg, 
informed me that in the course of a conversation with von Papen, 
the latter had remarked "Yos, you have your “rench and english 
fricnds now and you can hive your independence a little longer". 

The “orcign sinister, of course, told me this remark in German but 
the foregoing is an accurate translation. The Foreign Minister 

told me that he had replicd to von Papen "I am glad to have from 
your own lips your ovin opinion which agrees with what your chief has 
just said in the Saar and which you hive taken such pains to deny." 
Von Papen appeared to be terribly upset when he realized just what 
he had said and tricd to cover his statements, but according to 
Bergor-«aldonegg, kept constantly getting into deeper water. 


Von Papen undoubtedly achieved some successes, particularly 
with men like Glaise-Horstenau “nd others who had long favored the 
"urossdoutschun" idea, but who nevertheless had been greatly dis- 
turbed br tho fate of the Yatholic Church. Without conscience or 
scruple, von Papen exploited his reputation and that of his wife 
as ardent and devout Catholics to overcome the fears of these Aus- 
trians in this respect. 


Developments in the fall of 1935 and the spring of 1936 gave 
Germany an opportunity to take more positive steps in the direction 
of tho Nazification of austria. Italy, which had given austria 
assurance of support of tho most definite character against external 
German aggression, and on one occasion, by mobolizing her forces, 
had undoubtedly stopped "eruan aggressive action which had been 
planned against austria, emburked on her abyssinian adventure. 

This and the reoccupation of the Khineland in 1936 completely upset 
the balance in Europe. The Yrench and the “ritish iiinister informed 
me that as carly as august 1935, they had informed their Govern- 
ments, on the basis of conversations with the austrian foreign 
uinister, that if there was to be any Danubian Pact, it would have 
to come into being rapidly for the austrian vovernment would be 
forced to negotiate with "ermany even though it would have no con- 
fidence that any such agreement arrived at would be respected. 


The result of all these forces was the Austro-German accord of 
July 11, 1936, the public text is as follows: 


"Convinced that they are thereby rendering a valuable 
contribution toward the peaceful development of surope, 
and believing that they are thereby doing the best ser- 
vice to the various common interests of the two German 
States, the Yovernment of the vorman “eich and the 
Government of the «austrian #ederal »tate have decided 
to restore normal and friendly mutual relations. 


"It is therefore declared: 


"(1) In the sense of the statement made by the Führer 
and “eich Chancellor on May 21, 1935 the German Government 
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recognizes the full sovereignty of the federal State 
of Austria: 
H1172 -0061 


"(2) Zach of these two Governments shall regard the 
internal politieal conditions of the other country, 
including the question of’ «ustrian National-2oocialism, 
as a domestic concern of that country, upon which it 
will exert neither direct nor indirect influence: 


"(3) The Austrian "ederal etate Yovernment's gencral 
policy and its policy toward Yormany in particular shall 
be constantly guided by tho Principle that austria recog- 
nizes herself to be a Yerman "tate. The Home Protocol 

f 1954, together with its additional clauses of 1936, 
and the relations of austris to Italy and Hungary, as 
partners in the said protocols are not hereby affected. 


"Recognizing that the relaxation of tension desired by 
both parties can be brought about only if in addition 
certain proliminary conditions ure established by the 
Governments of both countries, tho teich Yovernment and 
the Austrian *Vvderal vovernment shall in a serios of 
detailed measures create these required preliminary con- 
ditions." 


iyen more important than the terms of the agreement published 
in the official communique, was the contemporaneous informal under- 
Standing, the most important provisions of which were, that Austria 
would (1) appoint a number of individuals enjoying the Chancellor's 
confidence but friendly to "ermany to positions in the Vabinet; 
(2) would devise means to give the “national opposition" a role 
in the political life of Austria and within the framework of the 
Patriotic front, and (3) would amnesty all Nazis save those convic- 
ted of the most serious offenses. This amnesty was duty announced 
by the Austrian Yovernment and thousands of Nazis were released, 
and the first penetration of the Deutsche Nationaler into the

the significance of these arrangements can best be explained 
by quoting fron an official despatch which I wrote in October 1934 
when concern was being expressed with regard to conversations which 
Chancellor ~chuschnigs was reported as having with the "moderate 
Nazis", Reinthaller ind Riehl. I then reported as follows: 


"lt is obvious, however, that in view of certain well 

known facts, these conversations will be followed with 
interest. 4 major consideration which will not bo dis- 
regarded is the fact that Chancellor Hitler himself has

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] 21& ys been in favor of indirect rather then direct action in brine- 
ing Austria into the German picture. It is his belief th-t the way to 
be followed is to σοῦ reprosent-tivos of the National Socialist Party 
into the penetration. It is an indication of political astuteness, 
for it is quite certain, in tho opinion of many Objective observers, 
th-t if once a militant, even thouch small, National Socialist minority 
gets representation in the Cabinet, it will be the forerunner of 
absorption. To explain why this is so is rather difficult, as it 
requires & full appreciation of many factors at play in Germeny and 
in sustriae Briefly; however, it may be epitomized in the terroristic 
policy which is one of the primary principles of National Socialism. 
Even before July 25, when the National Socialist Party was lezally 
prohibited, it was very difficult to σοῦ proper police and judicial 
ection &azBinst National Socialists who committed terroristic acts or 
who were plotting =gainst the Governments This inaction came, not 
through sympathy with the movement or throuch lack of definite knowled zo 
of Overt acts, but through fear -- throuch fear of reprisals when a 
National Socialist regime might come, end thet if it did come, those who 
had proteeded, Von though in the lino of duty, against National 
Socialists, would bo dealt with with the barbarity and intolorsnce 
with which National Socialism has treated its opponents in Gormany. 
The determined attitude of the Government after July 25, strengthened 
the administration of justice and of the security forces, and this 
changed attitude came about as 5 result not only of the fecling within 
tho country th>t National Socialism would not come now, but also as 
& result of the ection of the powors in support of the independence 
of Austria. Should the conversations which the Government is having 
with the National Socialist sroups reawaken this fear, or should there 
be any voskoninz of the attitude of the Government towards National 
Socialist be admitted even to indirect or subordinate participation 
in the Government, it would undoubtedly brine back this feer in an 
even more acute form »ni bring into what element of weakness. 


"The fect thet these conversations ^ro tekine place need, therefore, 
not be considered 2s being intrinsically 2 disturbine factor in tho 
internal snd external situation of Austria, but shov.ld these National 
Socialist elements in the Government, there is reason for the rrevest 
concern, not only so far as the internal situation in Austria is 
concerned, but this nicht become the focal point of disturbance 
without the country..." 


The sequel of the s«rcon nt was the only one which could have been 
expected in view of all the facts and provious recorded happenings. Active 
Nazi operations in austrie were resumod under the leadership of 2 certain 
Ceptein Leopold, who it was known zofinitoly was in frequent touch with 
Hitler. The Nezi prozren was now to form an organization throuzh which 
the Nazi could carry on their operations openly and with lezal sanction 
in austria, There wore formed in Austria several organizations which had 
a legal basis but which were simply a device by which the Nazis in 
austria could orsanize, and later seek inclusion 55 a unit in the Patriotic 
Front. The most important of these was tre Ostmarkischer Verein, the 
sponsor of which was the Minister of the Interior Oleisc-Horsteneu. 

Throush the influence of Glaise-Horstenau and the pro-Nazi Neustadter- 
Sturmer, thir organization was declared lezal by the Courts. I made 
specific mention of the forezoinz because it Shows the decree to which 
tho situction in Austria had disintegrated as e result of the underzround 
end open Nazi activities directed from Germany. 
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Even more open recognition of tho Nazis was demanded. I- January 1937, 
Captain Leopold submitted a memorandum of Nazi demands, whieh, though not 
forrally received, wero known to snd considercd by the Austrien Cabinete 


The Loopold monorandum is as follows: 


For tha Intornel Pacification of Austria. 


(In Mr. Messorsmith's affiéevit thoro appears 2t this point 
the body of Captain Leopold's lengthy memorandum. It includes 
Captain Loopold's st-tonont of the existing situation in Austris. 
It includes the following domands: (1) An emnesty for all 
punishments or privations suffored for National Socialist or 
National sctivity or sympathy; (2) equal treatment for Netionel 
Socialists, including freedom of political activity and cultural 
activity; abolition of laws and sanctions used by the Government 
against Nazi activity. The memorandum edvozatos cooperation 
on the basis of political principles including: A bro2dening 
of the Patriotic Front; chengos in tho Cabinet; an 2lliscnce 
with the Reich; common racial stock as 2 2Olitical aim, and tho 
application of p»ti-Somitic measures; an early plebiscite on 
Anschluss.) 


Later, a petition circulated by Leopold was submitted to the Austrian 
Government, demanding authorization to form a "nationalistic party", which 
was to be incorporated as a group $n the Political Front. It was a Party 
which its -ponsorship plainly merkod as openly Nazi. Pressure for the 
acceptance of these dgmands was oxercised vy stagine frequent demonstrations 
and circulatinz pror: -anda, all of which was financed in ard from Germany. 
Even as soon after July 11 as July 29, 1936, whe the Olympic 
Torch w2s carried through the streets of Vienna, there were violent 

Nazi disorders. From then on, and until Austrian sovereienty was 
destroyed, there were constant arrests and trials of persons accused of 
distributing illegal literature or stazinz illegal demonstrations, 
accompanied by numerous press comments of more or less violence. 


The sustrien Gevernment souzht to counteract this pressure in some way 
by ellowins *ctivity in favor of a restoration of the Hapebures. On his 
visit to Vienna in late February 1927, von Neurath took occasion to register 
Germany's emphatic opposition to any such nov^. I remember von Neurath's 
visit very clearly. I had known hin well and ves on fr3-*"^dly terms with him 
while I was st=t‘oned in Berlin. At that tino ane after the Nazi came 
into power, he had told both Arb-ssador Dodd end me thet he had remained 
as Forcizn Minister when tho Nazi came into power in order that he mizht 
exercise "2 rostrzininz infiuence" snd render service to his * antry. 

This may have been the initial motive of von Neurath but h° repid’y 
became one of the m^es complete and in sors ways effective instruments 
of the Nazis. If he was not in accord with what they did, he was a 
perfect instrument in helpinz to carry it throuch. 


although I hed known him well in Perlin and hed on occasions been in 
his house in small gatherinzs, when he came to Vuenna in 1937, there were 
a number of cereronies and recoptions siven by the Austr‘an Government to 
which the Diplomatic Corps was invited. Wa~ ~e met me at these xsctines 
he treated me with groat cooiness and eve. disdain, knowine Ty complete 
lack of sympathy with the prozram to which he had committed hirself, and 
this manner of treating me with disdain end open disrex-rd was probably 
his wey of protecting himself and his own felines of shane. Shortly 
efter tho visit of von Neurath, Chane¢sllor Schuschnizz in my conversations 
with him told me that in his conversations with von Neurath, during the 
visit, Von Neurath hed been just as bad as if Hzbicht or Frauenfeld had 
been talking when they h-d discussed the German demands for the inclusion 
of Nazis in the Austrian Cabinet. 
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' At the same time, Schuschnigg msde some concessions to ease tho 
pressure from the Nazis. In February, he appointed a so-called "Committee 
of Seven", consisting emong others of Dr. Jury and a man named Tavs, to 
discuss "nationalistic ambitions" with him. In June, following the visit f 
Gleise-Horstoneu anà General Kr»us end Leopold to Hitler in Berlin, end 
the increased Nazi activities followine, Schuschnigg appointed Seyss-Inquart 
end Dr. Penbeuer to devise a means whereby the "Nationalists" could be 
incorporated into the Patriotic Front. 


Dr. Seyss-Incuart himself was a prominent Vienna Lawyer, who had long 
been an intimate personal friend of Chancellor Schuschnigg., The Chancellor 
himself told me on various occasions that Dr. Seyss-Inquart had frequently 
attempted to convince him thet the admission of the Nazi into the Austrian 
Cabinet would be for the best interest of Austria, in that it would relieve 
the pressure on Austria by Germany, and thet he (Seyss-Incusrt) at 911 times 
professed a sincere desire to maintain the independence of Austria. I hed 
little personal contact with Seyss-Inquart but I knew from various sources 
absolutely roli»ble that while Seyss-Inquort wes making these protestations 
to the Chancellor with whom he hed had this intimate friendship, end which 
the Chancellor τορρ1ὰ by his confidence, Seyss-Inqu-rt was in fect completely 
insincorc. He was known at the timc, 2nd I hed knowledee of this, to be 
in frequent contact with many hizh officials of tho German Government end 
th=t he hed hed contact with Hitler himself. My information on this point 
was obteined not only from sources in Austria but 918ο fron »equsintances in 
Germany. There is only one thine which can be said in favor of Seyss-Inquart 
at the time enc that is thet he perhaps did believe the German protestations 
made to him th-t sustria's independence would be respected. It is difficult, 
however, to conceive that 2 man who was known to have the logal ability and 
intellizence of Seyss-Incu?rt could have been completely taken in by these 
protestations. Tho probabilities are that at least from the outset he used 
his fricnaship with Chancellor Schuschnizg in order to help to destroy 
the independence cf his country in order to make 8 place for himself. 


I left Vienna on, July 11, 1937, in order to assume the post of 


Assistent Secretary of Stato in Washington. I, therefore, loft Vienna 
before the final trszo&y occurred. The final outcome, however, was then 
already foreseeable. From the tenor of the Italian Minister's conversa- 
tions with me it was clear thet Italy would not or could not sny longer 
defend Austri» militarily aginst German  sz:rossion. It was 2lso cle-r 

that &ustris could not resist the German pressures alone. Althouzh France 
bed . a given very definite &ssur^ncos 58 to her interest in main- 
taining Austria's independence end England h»á expressed her interest therein, 
the austrian Government was less and less able to be assured of το-] support. 
when the Austrian zovernment could no loneer expect the full military 
support of Italy, it knew th-t its fete wes serlod. Hitler was, therefore, 
free to work his will in áustria, The only question rom»ininc wes when 

ho woulì ĉo it and when he considered it opportune. The work of dis- 
intozration, set forth in this statement, hed had its effect. Eerly in 

1938, apparently satisfied tht Enzlenà end Fr»nce would not move and 

knowing thet Italy coulé not and would not oppose him, Hitler struck the 
final blow st Austria's independence, brin-ince to a climax whet rust bo 
recorcca in history 2s one of the most insidious, dastardly, unjustified 

anc altorether effective series of measures to undermine and bring about 

the end of a sovercien state, during the course of which mechinations 

end operations the Nazi Government nevertheloss consistently openly -- 
procleimed its friendliness towards Austria and its intention of 
maintaining its respect for its sovereiznty and independence.

July 26. Thursday. A very busy day, I sent two telegrams te Wash- 
ingten explaining the putsch against the Austrian Government by the Nazi 
censpirators., 

The attack upen Austria, from all evidence, was supported if rot planned 
by the German Propaganda Ministry. Last February Ernst Hanfstaengl teld me 
that he brought what was practically an order from Mussolini that Germans 
mist leave Austria alone, and that Theodor Habicht, the German arent in 
lmnich for Austrian annexation, must be dismissed and silenced. In May and 
June, Musselini pretended to be in accord with the Germen anti-French, anti- 
Russian policy, and June 18, at Venice, Hitler was reported to have promised 
Musselini to leave Austria alene. At any rate, great ado was made in the 
German press about the friendly accord of the two "greatest statesmen" ef 
Europe. On June 30 came the Hitler mrder of "traitors" and their assistants. 

Mussolini, wks had murdered even more Iteliens then Hitler has thus 
fer murdered Germans, allowed his press to denounce Hitler unmercifully. 

On Monday, July 23, efter repeated bombings in Austria by Nazis, a boat 
loaded with explosives was seized on Lake Constance by the Swiss police. It 
was a shipment of German bombs end shells te 4ustriafrom some arms plant. 
That looked eminous to ne, but events of the kind hed been so common that 

I did not report it to Washington. 

Today evidence come to my desk that last night, 58 lete as olovor: 
e'clock, tho government issued formel statements to the newspavrers 
rejoicing at the fall of Dollfuss and proclaiming the Greater Sermany that 
must follow. The German Minister in Vienna hed ectuslly helped to form the 
new Cabinet. He hed, 528 we now know, exacted 5 promise that the gong of 
Austrian Nazi murderers should be allowed to go into Germany undisturbed. 
But it was realized »bout 12 o'clock thet, although Dollfuss was dead, the 
19Υ51 Austrians rad surrounded the government palace and prevented the 
organization of 5 new Nazi regime. They held the mrderors prisoners. The 
German Propsgunda Ministry therefore forb-de publication of the news sent 
out en hour before and tried to collect 211 the relcases that hod been 
distributed. A copy was brought to mo today by » friend. 

All the German pspers this morning lamented tho cruel murder ^nà 
decl-red th-t it was simply an attack of discontented 4ustri-ns, not Nazis. 
News from Bev»ris shows thet thousands of austrian Nezis living for 5 year 
in Bavaria on German support h:d been *ctive for ten days boforo, seme 
getting across the border contrary to law, all drilling snd making ready 
to return te Austrie. Tho German prop^gendist Havicht was still making redio 
speeches about tho necessity of annexing tho encient realm of tho Hspsburgs 
to Third Reich, in spite of 511 tho premises of Hitler to silence him. But 
now that the drive h-s failed -nd the assassins *re in prison in Vienna, 
the German Government donouncos 511 who say there was ony support from Berlin. 

I think it will be clear one day thet millions of doll-rs and many arms 
have beon pouring into Austrie sinco the spring of 1933. Once morc the 
Whole world is condemning the Hitler regime. Νο people in 211 modern 
history has been quite ss unpopular as Nazi Germany. This stroke cempletes 
the picture. I expect to read a series of bitter denunciations in the 
American pepsors when they arrive about ton deys frem now.

Berlin, 12th March 1938 
Your Excellency, 


In a letter of the llth of March Your Excellency has informed us 
that the Royal British Government had received the news that a German 
ultimatum was presented in Vienna, demanding the resignation of the 
Chancellor, his replacement by the Minister of the Interior, the 
formation of a new Cabinet with a two-thirds majority of national 
socialist members and the readmittance of the Austrian Legion. In 
case these reports should prove right, the Royal British Government 
have protested against such coercion based on force and exerted on an 
independent country in order to cre&te & situation incompatible with 
its national independence. 


In the name of the German Government I must point out here that 
the Royal British Government has no right to assume the role of a 
protector of Austria's independence. In the course of diplomatic 
consultations on the Austrian question, the German Government never 
left any doubt with the Royal British Government that the formation of 
relations between Germany and Austria could not be considered anything 
but the inner concern of the German people and that it did not affect 
third Powers. It is superfluous to reiterate the historical and 
political reasons for this standpoint. 


For this reason the German Government must, as a matter of course, 
reject as unacceptable the conditional protest lodged by the Royal 
British Government. 


In reference to the news mentioned in your letter, that the 
German Government had made ultimative demands in Vienna, the German 
Government nevertheless docs not want to neglect, for the sake of 
truth, to ascertain the following regarding the events of the last 
days: 


Recognizing the dangors that resultcd from the situation in 
Austria that had become intolerable, the German Reich Chancellor, a 
few wecks ago, had brought about a conference with the then Austrian 
Chancellor. It had as its aim to try once more to meet these 
dangers by agreeing on measures that could guarantee a tranquil and 
peaceful development serving the interests of both countries as well 
as the interests of the entire German people. The agreement of 
Berchtcsgaden, had it been carried out loyally on the part of 
Austria in the sense of the announcement of 12 February, would have 
guaranteed just such a development. 


Instead, the former Austrian Chancollor announced on the evening 
of the 9th of March the surprising and arbitrary resolution, decided 
on by himself, to hold an election within a few days, which, under 
the prevailing circumstances and especially according to the details 
provided for the cxecution of the election, could and was to have 
the sole purpose of oppressing politically the predominant majority 
of the population of austria. As could have been foreseen, this 
procedure, being a flagrant violation of the agreement of 
Berchtesgaden, led to a very critical point in Austria's internal 
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situation. It was only natural that the members of the then Austrian 
Cabinet who hed not taken part in the decision for an election, 
protested very strongly against it, Therefore, 8 crisis of the 
Cabinet occurred in Vienna which, on the llth of March, resulted in 
the resignation of the formér Chancellor and in the formation of a 
new Cabinet. It is untrue that the Reich used forceful pressure 

to bring about this development. Especially the assertion which was 
spread later by the former Chancellor, thet the German Government had 
Presented the Foderal President with a conditional ultimatum, is a 
pure invention; according to the ultimatum he had to appoint a 
Proposed candidate ag Chancellor and to form a Cabinet conforming to 
the proposals of the German Government, otherwise the invasion of 
Austria by German troops was held in prospect. The truth of the 
matter is that the question of sending military or police forces from 
the Reich was only brought up when the newly formed Austrian Cabinet 
addressed a tclegram, already published by the press, to the German 
Government, urgently asking for the dispatch of German troops as soon 
as possible in order to restore peace and order and to avoid bloodshed, 
Faced with the immediately threatening danger of a bloody civil war in 


Austria, the German Government then decided to comply with the appeal 
addressed to it. 


This being the state of affairs, it is impossible that the 
attitude of the German Government, as asserted in your letter, could 
lead to some unforesceable reactions. A complete picture of the 
political situation is given in the proclamation which, at noon 

h Chancellor hag addressed to the Germen people. 
Dengerous reactions to this situation can take Place only if eventually 
ld try to exercise its influence, contrary to the 
peaceful intentions and legitimate aims of the German Government on 
the shaping of events in Austria, which would be incompatible with 
the right of self-government of the German people.

2. Whatever success and position I have enjoyed in the Foreign Office 
I owe to the fact that I made it my business at all tines to possess thor- 
ough familiarity with the subject matter under discussion, and I endeavored 
to achieve intimate knowledge of the mentality of Hitler and the other Ἰομᾶ.- 
ers, Throughout the Hitler regine, I constantly endeavored to keep myself 
apprised as to what was going on in the Foreign Office and in related or- 
ganizations, and I enjoyed such a position that it was possible to hav. 
ready access to key officials and to key personnel in their offices. 

29 The general objectives of the Nazi leadership were apparent 
the start, - namely the domination of the European continent, to be 
achieved, first by the incorporation of all German-speaking groups in the 
Reich, and secondly, by territorial expansion under the slogan of "Lehens- 
raum". The execution of these basic objectives, however, Βοομεᾶ to be 
characterized by inprovization, Each succeeding step apparcntly was carried 
out as each new situation arose » but all consistent with the ultimate ob- 
jectives mentioned above. 

le The attempted putsch in Austria and the murder of Dollfuss on 25 
July 1934. seriously disturbed the career personnel of the Foreign Office 
because these events disercdited Germany in the eyes of the world, It was 
caaaon knowledge that the putsch had been engineered by the Party, and 
the fact that the attempted putsch followed so closely on the heels of the 
blood purpe within Germany could not hclp but suggest the Similarity of 
Nazi iethods both in forcign and in domestic policy, This concern over 
the repercussions of the attempted putsch was soon heightened by a rocog- 
ntion of the fact that these episodes wore of influence in leading to the 
Franco-Soviet Consultative Pact of 5 Decciaber 1934, a defensive arrange- 
ment which was not heeded as a warning by the Nazis, 


5. The announcement in March of the establishacnt of a German 
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Air Force and of the introduction of conscription was followed on £ 
May 1955 by the conclusion of a mutual assistance pact between Frac 
and the Soviet Union. The career personnel of the Foreign Office 
regarded this as a further very serious warning as to the potential 
consequences of Cernan foreign policy, but the Nazi leaders only 
stiffened their attitude towards the Western Powers, declaring that 
they were not going to be intinidatec. At this tine » the career 
officials at least expresscd their reservations to the Foreign ilinister, 
Neurath, I do not know whether or not Neurath: in turn related these 
expressions of concern to Hitler, 

6. The re-cntry of the German military forces into the Rhinc- 
land w as preceded by Nazi diplomatic preparation in February. A 
German coriauniquo of 21 Feb 1936 reaffirmed that the French-Sovict 
Pact of mutual assistance was incompatible with the Locarno Treaties 
and the Covenant of the League. On tho sane day Hitler argued in an 
interview that no real grouns existed for conflict between Germany 
ond France, Considered against the background statements in EIN 
ΕΑΠ offensive to Franco, the circwastances were such to suggest 
that the stage was being set for justifying sone future act, I do 
not know how far in avance the iirch into tho Rhinclan was decided 
upon.. I person ally knew about it, and discussod it, approximately 
2 or j weeks before it occurred. Considorable fear had becn expressed, 
particularly in military circles » concerning the risk of this under- 
taking, Siailer fears were felt by nany in tho Forcign Office, It 
was counon knowledge in the Foreign Office, however, that Neurath 
was the only person in govermacnt circles consulted by Hitler who 
felt confident that the Rhineland could be rcimilitarized without 
armed oprosition froin Britain and France, .Neursth's position through- 
out this period was one which would induce Hitler to have morc faith 
in Neurcth than in the gencral run of "old. school" diplomats, whoin

7. Although Italy did not consult Coraany prior to comencciacnt 
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of its war against Ethiopia, the Nazi policy makers were pleased with 
this technique for handling international affairs. They saw also 
the possibility in this wer to draw Italy away from Britain and 
France toward Germany, as well as tho possibility of its undermining 
the collective security system of the League of Nations, The career 
officials in the Foreign Office were very much concerned with the 
possibility of strong sanctions being applied, particularly if the 
war should be seized as an opportunity to appl, pressure on the 
PaSCcist dictators. In this conflict, Germany gave assurances that 
it wold assist Italy, economically, to the utmost, This was done 
in the beginning of the discussions regarding sanctions. I am un- 
familiar with the details of the assistance granted, but it is probable 
that these matters were settled through the German commercial attache 
in Rome or by means of trade delegations, 

8. Plans for annexation of Austria were a part of the Nazi 
program from the beginning, Italian opposition after the murder of 
Dollfuss temporarily forced a more careful approach to this problem, 
but the application of sanctions against Italy by the League, plus 
the rapid increase of German military strength, made safer the re- 
sumption of the Austrian program, When Goering visited Rome carly 
in 1927, he declared that union of Austria and Germany was inevitable 
and could be expected sooner or later. Mussolini, hearing these 
words in German, remained silent, and protested only mildly when I 
translated them into French, The consummation of the Anschluss was 
essentially a party matter, in which von Papen's role was to preserve 
smooth diplomatic relations on the surface while the Party used more 
devious ways of preparing conditions for the expected move, The 
speech delivered by Papen on 18 Feb. 1250, Yollowing the Berchtos- 
gaden meeting, int-rpreted the Berchtesgaden agreement as the first 
step toward the establishment of a Central European commonwealth under 
the leadership of Germany, This was generally recognized in the 
Foreign Office as a clear phrophecy of a Greater Germany which would 


embrace Austria, (6202). 

The facts stated above are true to the best of my kncw- 
ledge, information and belief, This declaration is made by me 
voluntarily and without commulsicn,. After reading over this state- 
ment I have signed and executed the same at OBERURSKL/Germany this 
28 day of November 1945.

The 
legionaries fought against tne Reich in the last war. Their 
conduct towards Gcrman prisoners in Russia had moreover not been 
forgotten.

whether they joined the Legion freely of their own will or after 
being taken prisoners by the States who were then our encnies.

Memorandum concerning the question of the future organization 


of the Bohemian-Moravian territory. 


Ie Any considerations about the future organization of Bohemia and Moravia 
must be based on the goal which is to be laid down for that territory from a 
political and national-political point of view, 

From a State-political standpoint there can be but one aim: total 
incorporation into the Greater German Reich; from a national~pokitical standpoint 
to fill this territory with Germans. 

11. A brief review of the present position from a State-political and 
national~political standpoint, as it can be seen from the observations and 
expcricnces since its incorporation into the Reich took place, will point 
the path which must be followed to attain the clear and unambiguous aime 

1) It is not as a result of warlike events that Bohemia and Moravia 
have become a component part of the Greater German Reich, After Slovakia 
had left the union of Czechoslovakia on the 14th March 1939, the remainder 
of Czechoslovakia joined the Greater German Reich on the L5th March, 1939 
in recognition of the real interests of their country, under the leadership 
of State President Hacha, and were received into the Greater German Reich 
in the form of a Protectorate, in vic: of the peculiar circumstances of the 
"Anschluss". This evolution differentiates that country fundamentally from 
other territorics in the East, North and Vest, which have become or are still 
to become component parts of the Greater German Reich as a result of a 
victorious war, 

2) In this land of Bohemia and ioravia there live some 7/2 million 
Czechs, The scttlemont area is almost a solid bloc, once the prevailingly 


German parts of the former Czechoslovakia had been separated on the lst October 


1938 The small German-speaking oases can not altcr this materially. The 


circumstances of a national nature in Moravia and the so often publicized 
thesis of the completely different national composition of this part of the 
country cannot be recognized as of fundamental importance for making final 


decisions. 
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These 7.2 million Czechs, of whom 3.4. millions live in towns and 
communities of over 2000 inhabitants and 3.8 millions in communities of under 
2000 inhabitants and in the country, are led and influenced by an intelligentsia 
Which is unduly puffed up in proportion to the size of the country. This part 
of the population also tried, after the alteration of the constitutional 
situation of this area, more or less openly to sabotage or at any rate postpone 
necessary measures which were intended to fit the circumstances of the country 
to the new state of affairs, The remainder of the popul-tion, i.e. small 


craftsmen, peasants and workmen, adapted themselves better to the new conditions. 


At any rate, trade and traffic did not come to a standstill. The peasants 


tilled their ficlds, whilst workers in all concerns, including armament concerns, 

carried out their tasks satisfactorily. Assimilation to the wartime economy 
of the Old Reich, and an inerease in agricultural prođuction by intensive 
productive methods were achievod, whilst the specially arduous tasks set this 
country as regards armaments were completely fulfilled, 

The machinery of the Protectorate government and of its officials has also 
functioned in spite of individual cases of resistance, although it is mostly 
controlled - at least in higher positions - by preciscly those persons who 
belong to the above-mentioned intelligentsia, 

Even if measured by the most rigorous standards it can therefore be said 
that this country has - even in wartime, which demanded of both government : 
and people an unexpectedly rapid change-over - carried out its duties as part 
of: the Greater German Reich, in the constitutibnal' structure which has been given 

to it, 

33 But it would be a fatal mistake to conclude from this that the 
government and population behaved in this correct manner because they had accepted 
inwardly the loss of their independent state and incorporation into Greater 
Germany. The Germans continue to be looked upon as unwelcome intruders and there 

is ο widespread longing for a return to the old state of affairs, even if the 
people do not express it openly. 

By and large, the population submits to the new conditions but they only 


do so because they either have the necessary rational insight or clse because 
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‘they fear the consequences of disobedience, They certainly do not do so fron 
coii ction, This will be the state of affairs for some time to come. 

li. But as things are like that, a decision will have to be taken as to 
what is to be done with the Czech people in order to attain the objective of 
incorporating the country ond filling it with Germans as quickly as possible 
ond as thoroughly as possible. 

1) The most radical and theoretically cormletc solution to the 
problem would be to cvecuate all Czechs complctely from this country and 
replace them by Germans. But this solution is not possible because there are 
not sufficient Germans to fill immediately all the vacant spaces which will 
in a measurably short tino belong to Gre:ter Germany, Even if the 
urgency of Germanising the Rohemian-Moravian country is recognized and even 
if it is admitted that it is easicr to bring Germans to this area - at any 
rate from the Old Reich and from Austria - than to Poland, it would probably 
be impossible to carry out the radical solution in a short while unless we 
were prepared to allow fields to remain fallow and towns to become deserted, 
But when we take the total position in the Reich into consideration, that is 
impossible. To carry out the most radical solution would also require decades, 

2) But to attain the objective of filling this area with Germans, 

a total evacuation of Czechs is not necessary. 

If one looks at the population of the prescnt Protectorate area more 
closcly, one is astonished at the large number of blonde people with intelligent 
faccs and well built bodics, people who would hardly strike one unfavourably 
in Control Germany or Southorn Germany, not to speak of the region cast of the 
Elbe. In view of the great amount of intermarriage with Teutons vhich has gone 
on during the past millenium, I consider it would be quite possible, = for this 
reason if for none other - to leave a large part of the population in Bohemia 
and Moravia. In that respect the Czechs differ fundamentally from the Poles, 
and can therefore not be treated according to the same principles. It will, 
where the Czechs are concerned, rather be a case on the one hand, of keeping 
those Czechs who are suitable for Germanisstion by individual selective 
breeding whilst on the other hand expelling those who are not useful from a 
racial standpoint or are enemics of the Reich (i.c, the intelligentsia which 
has developed in the last 20 years). If we use such a procedure, 


Germanisation ean be carried out successfully. 
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IV. In my opinion, therefore, neither ean the Czech people be quickly 


eliminated from this area nor is it proved that such elimination vould be in 

the interests of the Greater German Reich, To decide the question as to what is 
to be done with each individual member of the Czech people, i.e, whether he is 
to be reccived into the German national comunity for assimilation or whether 
he is to be kept apart from it » Will need many years, 

Ve There then arises the question: what constitutional form shall this 
country have duriùg the transitional period, which I estimate at a minimum of 
two generations, and how is it to be administered, 

In accordance with what I have explained above » we have to start from the 
fact that we must reckon with the presence of about 7 million Czechs who live 
almost in ο solid bloc. For the constitutional form of the Protectorate for the 
Czech rump Statc, it was originally points of view based on foreign policy that 
countcd above all. But this form has, after the expcricnce we have gained in 
close on 17 years, proved itself in the ficld of home politics and administration 

There is therefore no essenticl reason to depart from it. 

For tho administre.tion of the Bohenian-loravian country by German officials 
clone we have not got the manpower, Every man who thinks in a statesmanlike 
and simultancously practical way therefore has the idea that the Simplest way 
is to let these Czechs 5 S the framework of the Greater 
German Reich and in accordancé with its cius, i.e. to leave them an adninistrative

administrative methods ermloyed in the 01d Reich which would not be suitable 
here and because - in its whole being = it is much too intensive not to arouse 
resistence unnecess orilye 

Equally, the Cerman administration must continue in the transitional period 
to limit itself to Supervising the actual administration of this country, to 
laying down guidin; lines eccording to which the administration is to be carried 
out and to issuing orders to guarantee and further at all times the intercsts 


of the Grester German Reich. ‘The activity of the German administration here is 
? 
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thus a governing activity. it is clearly delimited in the deerce of the 16th 
March 1959. I must insistently worn you against abandoning this kind of German 
administration before this area has becane Gormaniscd, It is simple and clear- 
cut and entails intervention only if th. execution of the Fuchrer's political 
directives is endagnered, 

But then it also becomes apparent from this thet the Czech problem can 
only be handled homogeneously and by one central Reich burea ο Any 
dismemberment of Bohemia and Moravia is bound to endanger the clear, unified 
direction of the Czech administration and the Czech people. However clear the 
objective and the means may be, they are nevertheless bound to be voriously 
interpreted by various administrations and then the methods used arc also 
bound to differ. In vicw of the mentality of the Czechs and their great 
tactical skill, they vill soon find ways and means of playing cff the various 
administrations against one another. Their tactical political ability has been 
schooled through hundreds of years. A zoreocd partition of the country would 
fan up political nationalism anew and only strengthen opposition. Therefore, 
direction must come fron one central government authority, in the hands of one — 
person only, The Czech problem exnnot be solved at one foll swoope For the 
Germanisation of this country, many separate means will heve to be adopted in 
the most varying sphcres, snd because these means vill require many years to 
become effective, a constant unified direction of Bohenia znd Moravian will be 
necessary, In a struggle between races nothing is nore harmful than a 
vacillating attitude and an ununificd line, 

A Reich policy ean be followed in the Protectorate only by contral direction, 
But if we, for instance, ceded Moravia to the Niederdonau Gau (Lower Danubian 
district), not only would a differentiation between Bohemia and Moravia arise, 
but the accession of this district might even place Austria face to face with 
new difficulties in its relations to the Reich » Which would above all also entail 
for the Grecter German Reich itself dangers that should not be under-estimated. 

The necessity of ο unificd direction of policy towards the Czechs is not 
affected by the fact that not all Czechs live in the Protectorate. The Czechs 
who live in neighbouring districts, outside the Protectorate, arc just "splinters" 
without any significance 5s corparod to the mass living in the Protectorate, 


When they are being Gornonisod or removed, we can go at quite a different speed, 
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aifferentiations necd not disturb uss The real Czech problem only exists in the 
Protectorate, ind that is why, in the long run, it can only be settled here, 
VI. The incorporation of the Sudeten district into Eohenia/loravia for 
historical reasons docs not Sppear appropricte, even if one takes into cecount 
thet this strengthens the number of Gcernaons. 

VII. If one considers the gigantic tasks facing the German nation after a 
victorious war, the necessity for a carcful and rational utilization of Germans 
Will be apparent to everyone. There are so many tasks that have to be tackled 
at once and simultaneously thet a corcful, well thought out utilization of the 
Germans who are suitable for carrying out these tasks is necessary. The 
Greater German Reich will have to make use of the help of foreigners on a large 
scale in all spheres and must confine itsclf to appointing Germans to the key 
positions and to taking over the reins of public administration where the 
interests of the Reich mke it absolutely necessary (c.g. military and parts 

of the police), 

In the Protectorate there is in existenee a (Czech) Protectorate 
administration working along technical lines and organized according to the 
necds of 2 modern Statec, and this can do the greater part of the work that is 
done in the Reich itself by the German administration. It is even possible 
that when the war is over it may be given further tasks that are nov performed 
by German authoritios,. It will suffice to incorporate comparatively few Germans 
into the key positions of the Protectorate's administration and to have a 
German lesdership in Bohemia and Moravis composed of a comparatively small number 
of German government authoritics. 

VIII. The past of Bohemia and uuorevia, the history of the couhtry which is of 
particular importance to the German nation and which is reflected in the history 
of the capital, Prague, and the particularly heavy tasks which - as far as the 
hunan mind can see - will devolve on that city in a recially foreign area, make 
it appear an absolute necessity not to weaken its position as the centre of 
Bohemia and Moravia in any way by breaking off parts of the territory. Any city 
hat is to be a focal point requires sufficient space to keep such 5 position. 


Such a city must be the Bravitation=-point of a large area having a big

in order to be able at the sane time to radiate and fructify the area and 
population with the yields of its spiritual, cultural and industrial labours, In 


the case of Prague there is the additional point thet it would be prevented 
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fron fulfilling its historical role of gaining influence further south 
eastwards as voll if its old hintcrland of Bohemia and Moravia were cut into, 
precisely at a time when this age-old German city of Prague is at last once 
more placed in 5 position to exert this influence according to the ideas of 
and for tne benefit of the Greater German Reich. Even if the broad political 
lines are laid down in Berlin for the South Zest countries too, the individual 
thres.ds, at least in the industrial and cultural spheres, vill still qnanate 
to a large extent fron here, on account of the position of Prague and its paste 
That is why this country descrves special attention and furtherance, in 
the interests of Greater Germanye We should beware of experincnts , even of a 
purely administrative kind, which woul? only too cssily mike it difficult to 
attain the clear and un-iibiguous object of the gradual confounding of land 
and population with Greater Germany and the role that is due to this country 


on account of its geographical situation and history,

The nature of the Czech proble: becomes evident fron 
(1) 4 look at the Geographical and ethnographie nap, 
(2) the knowledge of racial conditions and 


(3) fron the historic fato of the Czech peoples 


(1) The Czech people, which bclon:;s to the western Slavs, lives 


not only within the German political Lebensrcun but also within its 
ethnov;raphic Lebensraun, Its territorial position prohibits political 
independence. The inability of the Czechs to organise themselves into a 
permanent state is a fate arising fron their Geocraphical position. The 
Greatcr German Reich must be able to dispose of this territory and its 
inhabitants politically. Out of this arises the question of the fate of 
the Czech people and of the constitutional forn of its incorporation into 
the Reich, 
(2) Originally there existed a strony; racial difference betwoen the 

Teutonic Gernaans and the Slav Czechs, But the fact that the Czechs belonged 
for a thousand years to the Old Reich or to States governed by Germans, 
deterincd not only the political and social but also the racial structure 
of the Czech people, i.e, it considerably altered ite Fron the very 
beginning c. mixin: of German and Czech blood took place here. Just as the 
Czech princes took their wives fron anongst the German noble families, so 
also did the rest of the nobility and the citizens and peasants intemarry 
with Germans. Only towards the end o? the 15th century did the ratio of 
Germans to Czechs of 5 to 3, which had existed till then, - in the flat 
country as well, - chonze to that of 3 to b, = a fact which conbe explained 
only by the quict transformation of a corresponding number of Germans into 
Czechs, whose descendants, bearing Czech or German nanes, today live as 
Czechs. On the other hand, particularly in the course of the l9th century 
the Germanisation of numerous Czechs took place, The outcome of this 
thousand year loner historical process is the far reaching racial levelling 
off of the two peoples in the Bohemian area, so that now only a minority has 
retained the oririnol distinctive racial features in a pure state, This 
strong intake of Germanic blood also explains the ability of the Czech people 
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to produce considerable achievements in the spheres of culture and 
Civilisation - especially since the beginning of the 19th century - toa 
far greater degree than, for instance, the Slavonic Poles, The Germans 
fron the οις Reich, who expected to find a "Polish Econony" (translator's 
note; slang for "chaotic state of affairs) in this country, are always 
astonished at the high cultural level in Bohenie ane Mioravin.. 

(3) History finally shows, that the practice of incorporating 
Dohenia into the Reich, at first as a tributary and then as a fief wa 
an advantageous solution for both sides. The withdrawal of Bohemia in the 
16th century is not an isolated process, but is one of the many cases of 
the breaking up of the Old Reich into separate territories, The breal 
took place in connection with and was caused by the great religious 
confessional antagzonisms which led to political cleavages not only between 
neighbour peoples but also within the individual peoples. From 1526 until 
1918 Bohemia was then again made a part of a comprehensive and vast state

If the territorial situation forces the inclusion of Donernia 
and Moravia in the Reich, the racial picture provided by the Czechs pernits 
a policy of assimilation or of chanrinr nationality for a majority of the 
Czechs: the past finally demonstrates the protectorate-like form of the 
inclusion of Bohenia in the Old Reich as it proved itself during centuries, 
II. 4t present the Czech people are in the midst of 2 real and 
extremely severe spiritual-political crisis.

The constitutional position of the Reich provineés of Bohemia 
ond Moravia has not reached its final shave with the setting up of the 
Protectorate, and the Czech problem cannot yet be regarded as having been 
finally solved thereby, On the contrary, only the first stage of a process 

as thereby been entered on. The war has creatly influenced this course, 
The effect has been partly to speed it up, in as far as the Reich has 
attained a dominant position in Europe and the world within 5 short space 
of time, whereby a certain port of the external political considerations 

of March 1939 have been eliminated; and partly obstructive, because the 
need for the contribution of the Protectorate to efforts vital for the war, 
(intensive agricultural production, production of arms and munitions,
